His was 'n 
T^onderful testimony to be able to bIvc — 
no uiiJUBt deed, no unkind oppreaslon, 
uotlilnE untaltliful In waiyilns or reproof. 
And the people who had, as Bnmucl said, 
known him all the days at hla life, from 
very childhood, were able to answer ns 
Willi one voice, thnt the declaration was 
altot'ethcr true. How blest a. people to 
have aueh a lender given them by God. 
He Bhows God's Former Denltnes. 

But Samuel did not stop n-hen he liail 
dcclarci} bis own talthtulness. He led 
the people quickly back through the loue 
years of pUgTimae-e, to show tbem tliut 
whoever had been their earthly lender it 
had b&en the Lord Himself who had been 
tlielr Guide and Protector, He ahoived 
them how rhelr forefaihcra had been 
punished, and then with his usual falth- 
fuincaa he brought them up to Hie Ein 
of thrir day— this last murmur tor a klnp, 
when the Lord of Hosts was their Klnp. 
A Chance of Better Thlnga. 

Samuel showed them, however, that In 
tho abundant mercy of God, that al- 
though they had done so wrong, that 
they might yet please the Lord and he 
happy und prosperous!. If they did well, 
bOLh they anil their king ahould do well, 
but If not the Lord would be against 
them, aa He hod odcti bad Lo be for a 
time OBnlnst their waveiinff forefathers. 
The way to true i>r05porlly waa by obed- 
Jer.cc lo Go<l. tind rlshteounlv llvlnc: be- 
fore Him. 

God's Seal to Samuel's Sermon. 

The T^rd s"ve Samuel a aign thnt what 
ho aald was true, and performed a mir- 
acle Q3 a seal to His truth, of which 
Samuel was but the mouthpiece. TLuiidi-r 
In harvest time waa a very terrible and 
unusual thing, and the CliUdren of Israel 
were tcrrlilcd Into contrition. They saw 
Iheir wrong. It is always a good thing 
when ghlldrwi see their wrong, but It la 
even better to acknowledge and confcaa 
It, because thea 11 shall be forfflven. 
Samuel Comforts the People. 

Then Samuel, when he saw their true 
sorrow, comforted them. What a deep 
heurL of love the Prophet had, despite 
the sad truths he often had to speak 
when the people's conduct dtimanded tho 
Judgment of God. Hla tender words 
sound very dlltcrent to his atern utter- 
ances but a short time before. Hf as- 
aurea them that his own prayers shall 
not ceaae to be oCCcred on their behalf, 
and that he will do all tn his power to 
tench and guide them. What a dlltcrent 
uplrlt Samuel might have showed had 
Itu bvin Bclllah and rcEusort to have an> 
thing more to flo with tho people Ijccauso 
he was no longer their only earthly ruler! 
But his falthfulneaa does not decrease, 
and, while he reminds them of the lovo 
and care of God for mem, he adds a 
final word of caution for them to take 
care Hint they did not displease Him 
again. How truly Is sin the eauso of sor- 
row, no matter how little the wrong 
may appsar to ho, it always carries with 
It bitterness, darkness, and if not for- 
given, death. God's Interest in and love 
for those who serve Him never ehangcs. 
JesuB said not even a sparrow ahould fall 
lo the ground without Hla notice. Let 
us love, serve and trust our Heavenly 
Father more and more.

1 
thank you for ' the good 
you do my country," Thus 
broke oul a plain, hard- 
working man, who pressed 
up to the Qenernra carriage 
In the Review at Soder- 
telge, voicing, no doubt, tht sentiments 
of thousandB of Swedes. 

These Annual Conferences In Scandin- 
avian countries occupy a veiy Important 
place In the Salvation Army's operations. 
OWcera' meetlngB, . councils and BOldlers' ■ 
gatherings are, of course, regular features 
111 various centres of the Field ; but there 
is but one Congress in each country, and 
to this the officers and soldiers Hoek from 
north, aouib, east and west, as the Jews 
turned to Jerusalem tn olden times. In • 
Ibis Stockholm Congreaa are otfteei'a who 
have travelled two thousand Bngllah 
miles to be present ; and. Judging by 
their own testlmory, go back well re. 
warded for the Bncrltlce and loll of the 
Journey. 

Stockholm Hallway Station occupies 
one aide ot a vast square, and on several 
previous oeenslons of the aeneral'a visit 
public receptions liiive been organized, and 
I have B- en fifteen or twenty tliousand 
peup'le assembled there to greet the vet- 
eran LHider ot the Salvation Army. On 
t!.iH oci.;;'.l=n. no-evL-r, ibe ilenernl wnn 
timed to arrive In the early morning, and 
It was deeldrd to have no public recen- 
tlon at all ; but with six hunared otncera 
In the eity, and a crowd of worm-hearted 
aoidlers on hand, how could they keep 
from liolling the General's appearance J 
.\nd there they were with the Stan Band 
to tlie front, and crowds of people who 
had leanif (I r,f the time for the General's 
arrival. 

It la very dtfncult for our readers to 
realize Ibe event of the Congress— that la. 
ibe Field Day and the cea manoeuvres 
eonnecteil wiih it. Ao ail annual event, 
Soderlelge Is looked fori^ard to with 
eagerneaa by thousands of people who 
buy their tlcJiela beforehand. 

There arc two ospecta ot the great 
festival. There Is Sodertelfie Itaelf. and 
there Is also the Journey by water to 
SodertelgCT ond back. The place Itself Is 
about twenty-flvc or thirty miles from 
int city. ^!i«l i^t on account of its natural 
beauty, a renulnr resort ot holiday-mak- 
ers. The Army, some years ago, secured 
a few acres of land having beautiful 
trees, forming pleasant shade for the 
people. Tear by year the seating accom- 
modation has been Increased, until now. 
on a beautiful slope, six or seven thous- 
and persons can sit or Katber round, all 
wltbin reach of the eye and svuiid ot the 
Mj>eaker. 

Our Hcct of atenmboats this year was 
larger than ever. The Army chartered 
twenty-three vessels ; private owners 
ran additional ones, besides special trains 
which conveyed large numbers of peuult.

taught your heart to feel and llpa to 
apeak Its feeling as ought else could 
never hove done. 

But with how many In the Clirlstlou 
world around us, has Sorrow's new-born 
spirit bean the very rpver.se. 
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woud naturuly Euggtsi (heir "ear would 
have become the most sensitive to the 
. ery of pain from any heart, but they 
are sctireely ever heard expressing sorrow 
or regret for the complalnls ot others— 
anyway, outside their own near relations 
or few fond friends, or olterlng any eym- 
pathy for their overlaxed neighbor, 
who, being the widowed mother cta.large 
family carries upon her rounded should- 
erB and sad heart the burden of bread- 
winner, dress-maker and nurse, added to 
the many Importunate claims of mother- 
hood. I have heard so mony say, who 
have themselves beea sulterers when told 
of any trouble of another, "Well, they 
should have what 1 have got (o bear," 
never thinking, anyway, completely tor- 
irettlne that In the fuinilment of Christ'* 
law did they have a Quick and tender eor 
10 the cry of another's need, how much 
they might lighten the shadow across 
their own path, and how greatly lighten 
the burden of trlul which has fallen 
Into their own llvis. Little they might 
be able to say, nnd n great deal less iliey 
might be able to do. but those things 
which they stretched out the farthest 
In my own life, and outran Its shadows 
the lonsest. have been those small ex- 
pressions of deep sympathy spoken In 
lime, while the irlol was upon me, nnd 
maybe In simplest words- but woi hh 
telling a part ot my burden had reached 
another heart, and so it was not all tor 
iiie to bear.

to somebody else's care. For a burden 
shared Is a burden carried, and while 
your consideration and concern lightens 
anolher's care, the support of hla .sym- 
pathy and encouragement mokes lesa 
your own, 

I have had a great deal to do In the 
direction of helping the Christian to 
leok with mercy's kindncis upon the 
short-coming or tailing of a comrade, or 
of even getting them to show sympathy 
with them in their sorrow, nnd I must 
here odmit that someltines I have been 
tempted to get very tired and discour- 
aged. How glud I a\\a\i be when liiivi 
burden-bearing becomes more common. 
I suppose with the unsaved you can't 
expect It, bul with the saved It ought to 
be. If every Christian was to share tlie 
burden of another, what a different 
church we sl>ould have, what new co,ps, 
■ what a slrangthcnlnff of weak hands, 
what a bloomhig In many a wilderness, 
how many would get the bleHSIng of n 
clean heart who have never yet had it ; 
how many unklndnesMea. awkwardnesses, 
disagi'eeableliCHBes, sorrows ond tears 
would be lo.si. What a day tor Heaven, 
what a time for earth, whnt rocking 
111 Hell, ju,st because somebody would In- 
cfiiieiin^r into th^ parLleular trial ftnd 
difficulty of somebody else, and thereby 
helping them up with the loud, ond so 
fuimilng the law ot Christ.
